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SHAIL WE HAYE A Crvit GoyERNMENT?—~ 
‘The tragedy late enacted in the mining dis; 
Amet affords still another melancholy instance 
of outraged Jaw. It proclaims, too, our in- 
ability as a people to restrain Jawlessnesg by 
offering rewards for human heads, while, as 


now, without the usual power to effect the |’ 


punishment of crime. It yery strongly ur- 
ges upon our countrymen the necessity of 
npeecy measures for the organization of some 
kind of government—the framing of some 
law which may hold ìn terror evil-doers, 
and most earnestly it demands an ever-at- 
fending eveculica of the severest penalties 
attached to criminal conduct, In a word, 2 
brings vividly before us the momentous quese 
tion—Shall we have a civil Government in 
California? Ever since military possession 
was taken of the country, her cjtizens have 
felt the want of active and vigilant laws,— 
While we have been taught to regard the 
Jawa of the supplanted Government as stil) 
existing, other and conflicting laws have been 
promulgated: and when the authorities of 
the country haye been begought to adminis. 
fer law im many cases where it has been 
pressingly required, there has been displayed 
a fear of ill consequences attending decisive 
action. We are pow virtually without law, 
and if ever its absence threatened serious 
evils to the country, it is at the present 
time. Our Military and Naval commandants 
recognize in the people a right—-nay, enjoin 
it as a duty, to provide for themselves a gov- 
ernment, recommending delay only until jt 
be ascertaingd whether or not the Gongress 
of the United States, at sts last session, pro- 
duced the long-awaited organization, 
Ours is a great-growing community, ma- 
king up from every contingent soil, and com- 
osed of foreignera of every description — 
Bech and all are immersed in speculations 
whereby self-interest may be promoted—self- 
interest 18 paramount, and means for the 
most immediate attainment of fortunes un- 
scrupulously resorted to. By a rapidly in- 
creasing class, law and order would be en- 
tirely set aside, that they might soonest be- 
some tich—such characters flourish only in 
anarchy. By another, perhaps, any system 
of government would be set at defiance—the 
subjugation of such depends upon the prompt 
exercise of severe law, Great inconvenien- 
cés have arisen from the want of Courts of 


Justice, and stil] greater will soon become} 


apparent. We are of the opinion that there 
ja an abundance of work on hand for the first 
courts established. Whoever our Legisla- 
tors may be—for the crisis is approaching 
when a Legislature must be formed and laws 
framed, or the worst possible state of exis- 
fence (oan American citizen bo fully realized 
—therg will be enough: for the profitable con- 
sumption of a few months time following 
tlieir election. We address our country- 
men, then, upon the claims an organization 
for the promotion of our country’s welfare 
has upon theyr immediate attention, as a free 
and law abiding people. We hope every 
true American clizen wiif lend hand and jn- 
fluence, firstly, in rearing up n wise govern- 
ment, secondly, in its undaunted support.— 
Nothing is to be feared at the hands of sece- 
ders from law, order, and equity, when our 
interesis as a people are fully enlisted in the 
progress of our glorious institutions, 

We call upon all to jook to the infer- 
ests of the country they have made, for how- 
ever brief the time, their home, as essential 
to their individual prosperity, as well as to 
the public weal. Let the organization of 
governmen: hera receive duc attention, ——

lam induced to regard the Peninsula be- 
tween the Gulf of California and the Pacific 
ocean as the most valuable portion of the 
whole of the two provinces of Upper and 
Lower California, 
This Peninsula is from 20 to 100 miles 
wide, and a range of high mountains runs 
down tts ceutre, which, it ts said, is filled 
with gold, 'tin, ron, lead, coal, and other 
mines—and the gorges of the mountains and 
plains on each side are exceedingly fertile 
The crimate is delightful and salubrious, and 
there ıs the greatest facility of access to the 
country by sea on both sides of the Penjn- 


sula. 
None cf our army or naval officers have 


visited or examined the Peninsula, except 
near tts head, and my information on this 
subject 18 chiefly obtained from an intelligent 
Yankee whale ship captain, who was a prias 
oner there, last fall, and who is now here, 
or lately was here. 

The foregoing is a portion of a letter pub~ 
lished in one of the N. Y. City papers. Al- 
luding tothe Peninsula, the writer has done 
no more than disclose the generally cherished 
views respecting its great value, but in the 
echo of this opinion we are reminded how 
magnificent the fieldthus opened for specu- 
lation, 

Reverting tothe period when a few Jabor- 
ing men, employed ın the recesses of one of 
our mountain ranges, first turned a hidden 
treasure from the earth, and glancing through 
the rapid succession of really astounding 
events, down to the present time, the glory 
and grandeur of these discoveries might seem 
revealed: a little reflection, nevertheless, 
serves to enlighten us still more as to its pro- 
bable magnitude. Commencing with the 
first finding of gold upon the American 
Fork in April last, one development has fol- 
lowed so fast upon another, that the mind 
is hardly prepared to realize the wealth 
already practically, yet sseming magically, 
displayed, Within the short space of six 
months, gold has been discovered over a pe- 
gion of country exceeding four hundred 
miles in extent. One of the most yaiuable 
deposits yet discovered in the country, be- 
came but recently known, and as far south- 
ward as the different exploring parties have 
extended their rude researches, that precious 
metal has been ascertained to exist. It has 
been reported abundant upon the tributaries 
of the San Joaquin river, and spon the Up- 
per Sacramento, towards head waters—upon 
Juba riyer and its branches—Bear river, 
Feathor river, their Forks, and, indeed, far 
slong thie range of mountaing, even to the 
northward, digging has proved profitable 
business. What, then, is in reserve for that 
Aungry multitude, soon to flock in upon us, 
may be with safety considered. That the 
ensuing summer is as ‘big with events” as 
the past has proved fruilful, we are not back- 
ward to believe, Just as many remarkable 
discoveries will be made, and perhaps the 
immensity of this placera become better and 
more generally understood. The country 
will be examjned to the southward, and the 
connection of these norihern discoyeries 
with those long ago made jn thz South, be, 
without doubt, identified. Resuming at the 
latter point, the existence of gold may be 
traced into Lower Caljfornia, or across into 
New Mexico, for aught we know, and the 
extensive placers of that country bo found 
to communicate with our own. i 

Roth Upper and Lower California possess 
unboynded wealth in minerals and the pre- 
cious metalg, and New Mexico, ‘‘a portion 
of the glorious Union that fights under the 
stars and stripes,” shares, as she should, in 
the interminable riches of western America. 
We doubt not that the discovery of gold in 
this country, will lead to the opening of ex- 
tensive deposits in Lower California, This 
places a value upon that misrepresented 
remnant of Mexican possessione, and should 
command the attention of our statesmen,— 
Give but the shadow of an opening to Amer- 
jean zeal and industry, and fortunes by 


Americans can speedily be acquired, Give 
to New Mexico and Lower California a Yan- 
kee people, and as here, important discover- 
ies will be aa soon heralded abroad. 


During the prevalence of the gold mania, 
the silver and quicksilver wealth of Califor- 
nia is apparently lost sight of, Attention 
will be turned to this source of great fortune, 
yo are inclined ta believe, and our silver 
miges particularly, worked at immense ad- 
vantago, i , 


Our Coxsurs must be cautioned not to 
certify to Invoices of Merchandize which, 
on arrival here, contravene the U.S, Reven- 
ve laws, Two instances have occurred this 
week, of our Collector making seizures, or 
having it in his power to do so, in conse- 
quence of our Consuls not being well advised 
relative to our Revenue laws. ‘Traders to 
this port must be more circumspect, particu- 
larly not to have their vessels less than thirty 
fons; not tobring more passengers on their 
vessels than the law allows, and not to ım- 
port liquors, wine, alo, and porter, in small 
packages—for as soon as we have the Rev- 
enue officers from Washington, who will be 
on the look oot for spoils, any infin ‘ement 
of the laws will be strictly enforced, and ap- 
pegls to any authority short of the U § Dis- 
trict Court,or the Secretary of the Treasury, 
will be of no avail The first U S, District 
Attorney and Marshal for this District will 
have an abundance of business, if parties 
importing goods here do not inform them- 
selves better in reference to the U, S, Reve- 
nue laws 


Wister ix THE Mountains —We are 
glad to learn that many of our citizens have 
abandoned tho unwise project of wintering 
in the mountains and returned, or preparing 
to return, to their homes, We nro every 
day more convinced of the error those al- 
ready encamped in the several mountain 
‘diggins’ have committed, and our fears are 
for even hfe, in many places, as the forfeit 
of imprudence. We conversed with a gen- 
tileman recently arrived from the mines, and 
who has pretty accurately calculated the 
chances fayorable to a stay in that region 
tbis winter—who is prepared to speak influ- 
entially in the matter, and from very fair ex- 
perience. The prospect ig” a ‘frosty and a 
starving one, lt does not convey to our un- 
derstanding one inducement to remain upon 
the mining ground this winter, or encourage 
any attempt to dig for gold after the getting 
in of the rains. The stuf’ will pot be taken 
in quantity sufficient to render desirable a 
residence in the mountains during the sea- 
son, and as for establishing a rjghtfuj claim 
to any particular section by precedence, ma- 
ny may make a grand and glorigqus faux pas 
in the business, let us observe. i 

At the ‘dry diggins,' where most are loca- 
ted, snow, it ie said, falls ta the depth af two 
and three feet. The weather ip extremely 
cold, and the various streams jntersecting 
tho mountains become swollen and rendered 
almost impassable. This wyl prevent trav- 
elling, and we hope no camp jn that remote 
section is destitute of its winter supply of 
provisions, Juba and Feather rivers, where- 
ont number have collected, present similar 
disndyantages to the miner, and urge upon 
him strongly the better policy of keeping 
quiet until the return of spring. To imper- 
il health in the manner purposed by many, 
is scarcely wisdom. The placeri is ample 
to satisfy the grasping mind of the million, 
and plenty of unworked ground invites la- 
bor. Don’t be in a hurry, Gents, there's 
a few more left of the same sort.”

lows with whom, it 18 anid, they were partis 
ally acquainted—Joseph Lynch and a “Bil 
Jones.” The one a recent deserter from the 
Navy, the other formerly in the Army service 
too a deserter, A short distance from the 
Fort the party overtook and passed a wagon 
and a few mles beyond which they encainp- 
ed for the might Lt is supposed that Lyneh 
and Jones arose upon their two companions 
during the night, plundered them of a large 
amount of gold, and murdered them upon the 
apot. The wagon arrived at their cam 
ground early next morning, and the bodies 
of the unfortunate Pomeroy and friend found 
ata short distance from a camp fire welter- 
ing in blood. The assassing had fled, takin 
with them the animals of the two makdetal 
men. eae was conveyed to the Fort 
and parties despatched in different directions 
to apprehend Lynch and Jones There can 
be no doubt but that these are the murderers, 
A party of men arrived in this place on 
Wednesday last, in hot pursuit of the fugi- 
tives They have been traced ta this town 
where it ıs reported they applied for passage 
in a vessel shortly to leave the coast. They 
have since been heard of a short distance 
off, evidently on thetr way down to Santa 
Croz Parties are on their trail, and we 
hope next week to report their capture, 


Laresr enom tie Mines.—About eight 
hundred souls, it is calculated, will winter 
at the “dry diggina” alone. Qn Juba and 
Feather rivers preparations are being made 
to pass the winter by a great number. Hou- 
ses are constructed and supplies stored, bur 
a scarcity of provisjons for the opning sea- 
son prevails in every camp, At Juba a sel- 
tlement has been formed, Near the upper 
‘diggins’ 150 housea have been erected, con- 
structed chiefly of logs, and hopes onter- 
tained of passing a comfortable winter, Up- 
on tho “Middle fork,” at the newly discov- 
ered ‘‘diggins,” the worthy cits of ‘Drydig- 
gins’’-ville ars employed almost to a man, it 
is said, in mining, and with very fair success 
The ‘‘diggers” are mostly of the Oregon em. 
gration, From fivo dollars to five ounces 
per diem is tho stated yield, The gold is 
large and extremely beautiful—quite free | 
from sand and pebbles. The usual process 
of taking jt is by throwing up dikes and turn- 
ing the water from its channel, or draining por- 
tjons of the river's bed. In the eddies of 
the main stream it can be seen in great abun- 
dance, and at a depth of twenty-five and 
thirty feet in many places. At this aggra- 
vating distance it is quito harmless, Kanakes 
have dived with a desperation becoming 
pearl fishers, but ‘no go”—tho gold yet 
remains unfingered. Washing for gold has 
been generally given up for tho scason. The 
water is cold and Jack frost regular in his 
morning visits. As we have, before stated, 
very little gold will be gathered after the 
commencement of the rains, 


Drowngen.—A sad accident occurred on 
Saturday last at a amall pond in the vicinity: 
of this place, A lad named Thomas O'Neil, 
sixteen years of age, recently from Valpa- 
raiso, in attempting to bring out some game 
that had been killed in the water, became 
entatigled in tho stout rushes of the Jagoon, 
and was drowned beforo assistance could 
reach him. His body, after some search, 
was found the same day,

Mr. Epiton:—Knowing from informa. 
tion the interest you take in the prosperity of 
Calfornia, 1 address this hasty communica- 
tjon to you for the purpose of placing before 

our readers some intelligence that may be 
interesting to them and to the public general- 
iy, Tem ono of the wagon party just arrived 
from Oregon; and the success of our new 
enterpriac has been such as to afford us much 

ratification, You are no doubt aware of 
the (act, that our wagons were the first ever 
prought through from Oregon to this country, 
and thet such a project has, until now, been 
considered impracticable. 1 came to Oregon 
in the fall of 1843, with the first wagons 
which penetrated to the Dalles, and have had 
the good fortune to be one of the first party 
that came with wagons from Oregon to Cali- 
fornia, When we were preparing to start, 
ave wore aware of the uncertain issue of the 
attempt, and wo prepared ourselves to meet 
and overcome difficulties not impossible. Our 
train consisted of some 46 wagona, and about 
150 men, We were well provided with pro- 
visions, and means of every kind necessary 
to enable us to accomplish the trip. We 
left Oregon City about the 10th of Septem- 
ber and reached the valley of the Sacramen- 
to on the 25th October, seven miles from 
Capt. Peter Lawson's We followed Apple- 
gate’s Southern route from Fort Hall to Ore- 
gon until we came past the httle Klamet Jake, 
We then turned to the ght, passing on the 
east side of New Year’s Jake, from which we 
bore south-east 40 miles to the Sacramento, 
laid down on most of the maps as Pitt river 
At the point whore we struck this stream, we 
came across a wagon trail made by & party 
of Immigrants from the United States, and 
conducted by Capt Lawson as pilot. They 
had passed about twenty-five days before us 
We followed this tras] until we overtook this 
party in the California mountains, some 40 
miles from the Sacramento valley. They 
had passed the summit of the mountains 
some 35 miles, without having had to make 
the mark of an axe or spade, From the 
point at which we overtook the party the on- 
jy obstruction to our passage down the 
mountain was fallen timber and loose rock 
upon the surface, Some ten or fileen hands 
cut out the road in one day as far asthe tim- 
ber extended—say 15 milea—and did it as 
fast as the wagons could follow, The loose 
rock was then the only remaining obstruc- 
tion, most of which we did not stop to re- 
move, but made our way over them without 
a reater 
aonb tao wagons out of filly. Some day or 
two before wo overtook (he emigrant party 
about one-half of them had abandoned their 
wagons, and.started with thelr baggage 
packed upon their oxen. We found the pass 
through the mountains one of the finest nat- 
ural passes in the world. The scent and 
descent are very gradual, and with a Jitthe 
Jabor an oxcellent rond could be made, All 
the labor we bestowed upon the road could 
have been perfarmed by about four men in 
the space of three or four days. The worst 

art of the road from Oregon to California 
is the pass through the Umpqua mountains, 
called the Kanyan, on Applegate’s route, — 
We found the whole ygute very well supplied 
with grass and water, Woe had one drive of 
30 miles to make without water—one of 20 
andone of 18, Our party were exceedingly 
fortunate, We lost very few animals—most, 
if not all of which, strayed off—and met 
with no material accident on the way, ex- 
cept one young man was accident}y slightly 
wounded in the hand with a gun, and another 
was shot through the wrist with eo Indian 
arrow, ina little skirmish at New Year jake, 
The route for wagons is now open, and the 
approaching year will witness the passage of 
many wagons from Oregon to Califormia.— 
This route must prove of great benefit to 
parties of emigrants from Oregon and from 
the United se " iy

A tmp from San,Francisco on board of a 
whale boat, {barring accidents,) ts, fraught 
with a good deal of pleasure. With a fair 
wind and (ido, the Jittle vessel bounds over 
San Francisco Bay with the speed of light, 
yet affording the traveller a view of the va 
ried scenery on either side,-and soon brings 
him to safe anchorage at Benecia’ City. This 
place was only commenced about 18 months 
ago, and now numbers 17 houses, ‘including 
a well supplied mercantile store, blacksmith 
shop, and other useful buildings, The din of 
the hammer is, heard, and considerable en- 
terprise 1s manifested Ín this new town. It 
13 situated at the head of ship navigation, on 
the Straits of Carquines, and at some future 
period, will no doubt be an important place 
of trade The inhabitants are very polite 
and hospitable indeed, and the traveller who 
can make jt convenient to call at Benecia 
may confidently anticipate a cordial wel- 
come. Several gentlemen, permanent resi- 
dants of the place, have been making stren- 
uous efforts to procure a good teacher for the 
instruction of youth, and there 1s every hope 
that very soon Benecia City can boast of a 
good Seminary, an edifice which will not on- 
ly add ornament and dignity tothe town, but 
reflect much honor on its founders. Pretty 
girls also reside here, exceedingly amiable 
and virtuous, and as we caught a glimpse of 
their sylph-hke forms, we bethought us of 
the broken hearts of sundry bachelors, and 
the care-worn, depressed countenances of 
divers fine young men, whom those heautiful 
attractions so frequently gather to the place. 
A fine sulphur spring is said to be about 3 
miles from the City, which, however, we had 
not an opportunity of seeing. A good ferry 
boat ıs kept at Benecia, which 1s constantly 
plying to and from the opposite shore. Be- 
necia City, though like Montezuma, and oth- 
er places above, wants a ‘contiguity of 
shade.” Leaving it with some degree of rè- 
gret, we went on board a boat belonging to 
Murry & Lappeus of the Fort, the former 
of whom officiated as Pilot. On entering 
Suisun bay, we were greeted with a heavy 
gale. Tho waves ran high—dashing against 
the prow of the small craft with fearful vio- 
lence, and breaking into circumambient foam. 
Little Bob, the Captain, applied himself as- 
siduously to baling, but the boat was fast fil- 
ling. [Wreck No 2’ thought we, and dis- 
encumbered ourselves of our coat with a de- 
termination to swim for the Tule.] At this 
juncture Murray discovered that a plug had 
started—a cork soon supplied its place, and 
we were again bounding over the Bay with 
great speed, 

Just us we came within sight of Montezu- 
ma, the wind abated, and soon the water be- 
came calm and unruffled. Tho proprietor of 
this place has, in our estimation, selected the 
most portic spot for a residence of all those 
we have seen between San Francisco and 
Sutter’s Fort dt stands on an eminence 
overlooking the junction of the two great 
streams—ihe San Francisco and San Joaquin 
—which form the magnificent bay of Monte- 
zuma, studded with little Islands. Mount 
Diablo is seen away in the distance, tower- 
ing high above all surrounding objects We 
went on shoro to view the renowned halls of 
Montezuma, with the expectation of secing 
some relics of his Excellency, but were sur- 
prised to find the building, which is of very 
neat design afid of recent construction, al- 
ready undergoing the process of dilapida- 
tion. We were also soiry to find that his 
Excellency had Santa 2nnaed to collect (not 
an army) but a heap of gold We can well 
appreciate the motives which induced Mr. 
Hastings to select Montezuma for a home — 
He is fond of the romantic and the beauti- 
ful, and we can fancy ‘‘poétic ardars” swel- 
ling in his bosom, as in the calm, still night, 
‘accompanied by his amiable better half, he 
will float upon the bosom of the beautiful 
Bay, listening to the, ‘music dripping from 
the oar,’? when the moon beams flicker on 
the water, and the twinkling stars above,

It is my intention to comment upon this 
portion of the report, ‘The irugments of the 
testimooy produced, speak volumnes,and suf- 
ficient is given to enable your readers to 
perceive its force and effect The U.S, fag 
was planted ut Monterey on the Tth of July. 
Com, Stockton, who was to succeed Sloat in 
command, arrived on the Idth at noon, and 
the Collingwood, (Enghsh ) 80 guns, for the 
purposes indicated in the testimony present- 
ed, arrived on the 15th. The remarks of 
Com. Sloat to Fremont and Gillespie, "and his 
subsequent report to the Department, show 
that, although he was aware of actual hostil- 
Wies evisting between his government and the 
Mexicans, in all probability, the territory of 
Califormu would not have been taken pas- 
session of, He admits that he was impelled 
to that act by the movements of Fremont in 
the north. 

It is a possible thing, however, that Com. 
Stockton, who arrived in the Congress on 
the day before the Enghsh vessel, might 
have executed the act in time, but when we 
consider the formalities of turning over the 
commund—the fact that Com. Sloat ranked 
Stockton—it ts but just to wfer that the Lug- 
hah Admiral would have arrived just in ume 
to have defeated the movement. It is tue, 
as has been argued, that some other Captain 
could have acted and accomplished ths ob- 
ject, sately, besides Fremont. Com. Stock- 
ton, himself, might have secured the posses- 
sion on the morning of tho 1th, and this 
must readily be admitted; but the gieat 
question is Hot now, what he or any one else 
might have done, but what Fremont did do, 
The atter, therefore, justly lays claim to the 
benefit resulting from his movements in secu- 
ting Calilornia, to the United States, but it is 
only in behalf of those patiotic citizens, 
who ao nobly aided him wuh the means of 
perfecting the conquest. 

The gallant httle band that followed him 
to Los Angeles, that fought and conquered 
ander him at Conenga, are not forgotten — 
The toils and deprivations of the march, in 
a most inclement! geuson; the sufferings 
from ‘hunger; without shelters without pro- 
visions; without harses; besides the dangers 
and difficulties common to war,—all ato oar- 
nesily and unaffectedly urged to secure the 
prompt action of Congress.

Jtis when the system has been unusu- 
ally excited, so as to produce sensible perspi- 
ration, that any circumstance which sudden-

liable to cold. On the other hand, we know 
that the perspiration induced by a hot bath 
is not so likely to be suddenly arrested tó the 
injury of the system, especially if vigorous 
Most persons in good health may face the 
cold air alter bathing, with impunity, and to 
many, a sudden exposore to it 1s a luxury.

x Such, Mr: Editor, are the public wrongs 
under which our people groan, What re- 
dress have the jnjured. patties? How shajl 
theyseek it? ‘To whom shall they apply fort? 
These magistrates are placed in that capaci- 
ty, by mu(ual consent of ‘all concerned for 
the purpose of. securing protection, as fur 
as may be; when they nonestly exercise this 
authority delegated to them by the gener- 
ous sympathies ofthe people, they deserve 
and receive the conimendation of all good 
citizens, but when it is exercised for selfish 
purposes, ag a mode of gratifying private 
aningsities, a pitiful spite, or bitter revenge, 
it becomes á despicable and outrageous pece 
of tyranny, the tendency of which is to utter- 
ly destioy all publio liberty, and private tight, 

As our alcaldes are jn many cases mis- 
informed as to the real power they enjoy ; 
and as some of them, instigated by bad mo- 
tives, such as jealousy, spite, revenge, or 
any ather maljcious motive have indicated, 
not only by their remarks but by thear cou- 
duct generally that they are totally unac- 
quainted with their true duty, what the’ ex- 
tent of their power and jurisdiction, it may 
nol be unadvisable to present the following 
for their consideration. 

Before the ratification of peace, alcaldes 
exercised a sort of equivocal jurisdiction, 
suctatned by martial law There were no 
rules lnmiting their authority, or defining du- 
fies; nor any laws prescribed by which they 
could be guided or to which they weie to 
conform, m the discharge of ‘thejr commis- 
sion as magistrates, They were obhged to 
make all their decisions, grounded upong therr 
mere opimion of ight and wiong, themselves 
remaming sole nrbiters of the rights of indi- 
viduals ia therr disputes. The existence or 
establishment of these officers, Was the re- 
sult of necessity, They governed by neces- 
sity, and they were contsnued in office by 
the military authorities, by virtue of necesst- 
ty, without the aid of legislation, which was 
felt to be a serious evil,” 


Such was an Alcalde during the war—be- 
fore the war it wasa meré nume. During 
the war, or military occupation of the teirri- 
tory, martial law was the, basis upon which 
all such were adjudicated But ‘since the 
ratification of peace, affairs have materially 
changed, it is no longer a conquered ternto- 
ry, but a distinct and integral -pornon of the 
United States Territory, nor like any other 
teriitory of the United States, hence con- 
gress alone has theright of giving its peo- 
ple‘a government when it pleases, or failing 
to do so, they have aright in their prelumina- 
ry capacity to do any such acts for their my- 
tual protection, nccording fo the principles 
ofthe conimon law, which is guarantied to 


the people, in the constitution. The people 


by a tacit consent have thought proper to 
retain Cettain magistrates, without prescri- 
bing any other duties or powers but such as 
fre prescribed by the common laws. In 
ihis primary capacity they are therctore mere 
justices of the peace, whose power and du- 
ly are thus set forth by Sir Wilham Black- 
stone, i 
“The power, office, and duty, of a justice 
of the peace depend on his commission, uid 
on the several statutes which have cre- 
ated objects of his jurisdiction. His com- 
mission, first, empowers him singly to còn- 
serve the peace, and theieby gives him alf 
the power of the ancient conservators ft’ the 
common law, in suppressisig riots and ‘af- 
fray», in taking securities for the peace and 
in apprehending and committing felons and 
other inferior crimmalg Ft also empowers 
any two orinore to hear arid determine all 
felomes and other offences; * * * any 
malicious or tyrannical gbuse of their office 
js usually severely pumaled, Jt is therefore 
apparent that our alcaldes sre pathing more 
than mere justices ofthe peace at common 
liw, to conserve the peace. The right or 
power to adjudicate civi] issues was afier- 


| wards given them to a ceitain degree, by| 


statule, an act of the legisiature ofthe conh- 
try. As no stich Jévisiature exists here, and 
congress hus not delegated that authority to 
us, a> our alegldes can have no jurisdiction 
in such cases, except where the parties mu- 
tually submat the dispute to him and ayree 
to abide his decision. Thes have the mght 
to submit the dispute to the arbitrament of 
any other persan; and’an alcalde can have 
no power ta compel them tosubmit to him, 
or bring it before tim 

When we consider what the real pow- 
er, office and duties-of the alcaldes are, 
when we consider the gross assnmptton of 
power, the many tyrannical! pao’, abu- 
ses and violations, some of them made upon 
the private cightsof our citizens; when we 
hear them assert that their power is uncon- 
trolled; when we seo them exercise the 
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power of {lieir office to sustain these inva- 


‘| sions on our rights; “when we Know from a 


knowledge of thay private character that 
they are both incapablo and unworthy to fill 
the office, o1 to diapense juglice; certainly if 
the people desire to protéct their rights, se- 
cure the certainty of receiving justice with- 
out thé pecessity: of, showing who’ Has the 
‘biggest pile,” they must perceive that some 
CHANGE is hecessary;-and from thesé pe-
